of this class means a two-fold loss to 
the country—the sinew and backbone 
of the land are leaving it, and the aged, 
infirm and the children are being left 
behind.

TO LOOK AT THE SCJf. 


An Expedition to Ascertain Whether 


the San is not Keallj Blue. 


The New York Times, June 19: Prof. 


S. P. Langley, director of the Alleghe- 
ny observatory, famous in the line of 
discovery in solar physics, is about to 
start on an expedition of scientific and 
popular interest. 
The maia object of 


this expedition is to determine by act- 
ual experiment the amount of heat giv- 
en out by the sun to the earth. Num- 
erous questions of importance to rtete- 
orology are closely evolved in tbis in- 
quiry,and hence it has a direct practical 
bearing. 
A liberal citizen of Piltsburg 


who wishes bis name should not be 
made public, bas defrayed the l«rge 
cost of tbe requisite apparatus and also 
of the incidental expenses of the expe- 
dition. The eo-operation and hearty 
assistance of Gen. Hazen, chief of the 
signal service bureau, has given to this 
enterprise, and it proceeds under his offi- 
cial direction. To attain its special object, 
the expedition must seek one of the 
most elevated summits on the continent 
in an extreme arid region, these two 
conditions being essential. These are 
only to be found combined in the re- 
mote localities of Arizona and southern 
California, in places far from civiliza- 
tion, and where the aid of the govern- 
ment by tbe war department is indis- 
pensable both to provide transportation 
and protection. 
One of the objects of 


the expedition is to prove by a new 
oliss of experiments a ourious conclu- 
sion which Prol. Langley has already 
arrived at, to the effect that the BUD is 
not really white, or yellow, or even a 
red object, but that sunlight is in real- 
ity ''deeply, darkly, beautifully blue." 
We, however, see sunlight only through 
tbe delusive medium of an atmosphere. 
We are in tbe position of people who 
have been looking through colored spec- 
tacles without knowing it. 
If we had 


always looked at the electric light in 
this way—say through yellow glasses— 
we should have believed it jellow. The 
proof that we have a blue sue is, how- 
ever, somewhat conclusive at present, 
and this expedition ia likely to add to 
tbe strength of the proof. This is not 
merely a subject of curious inqdiry. If 
our atmosphere in reality has played 
the part of yellow glasses, it follows 
that an enormous proportion of the sun's 
heat has never been taken Into account 
in these questions of scientific meteor- 
ology which have a special bearing on 
lima te and hence upon agricultural and 
other practical affairs. 
Two adjacent 


stations will be selected, respectively at 
heights of 1,000 and 14,000 feet for 
the purposes of comparison, through 
their very different thicknesses of the 
atmosphere. The personnel of the ex- 
pedition will include at least six special- 
ists, of whom one will be an officer of 
the army, three from civil life, and two 
non-commissioned officers of the signal 
service.

ent incumbents.

passed, but even if an adverse opinion 
should be arrived at, tbe decision would 
not be reached until the extend-ed terms 
of these officers had expired, and there- 
fore it would not be worth 
while for 


any one to commence proceedings.

BEFLECT1OXS ON THE COMET. 


BY REV. A. H. BATES. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN :— While the 


upturned faces of millions show marks 
of wonder while beholding each even- 
ing the comet that is now visible in the 
northern heavens, it i» reasonable to 
ask, 
Why does a comet excite such 


wonder 1 


In the first place, comets are unusual. 


Though they may appear unusual to 
tbe masses of the people, they are not 
less so to the astronomer himself. 
But 


the novelty of comets may not be con- 
sidered their greatest attraction. 


There is a second and higher element 


of mystery. 
They often come when 


unlocked for, and remain away when 
expected. They are mysterious in their 
nature and movements. Such mystery 
excites the sublimest' emotions accord- 
ing to Longinus and also according to 
Burke on the sublime. 


Resulting from this last element is a 


third quality, that of fear or terror. If, 
according to Burke, an object is only 
sublime when it excites dread, then the 
comet b»s another occasion of the sub- 
lime. 
Coming at a time when the end 


of this world is predicted, all eyes are 
turned to note every whim and move- 
ment of the mysterious stranger. Every 
utterance of the prophets of evil will 
be remembered and ominously rehearsed. 


But s fourth cause that excites this 


terror is the amazing magnitude and 
velocity of the comet. But this exhi- 
bition of magnitude and speed do not 
in themselves affect us BO much as what 
they immediately lead to ; namely, In- 
finity. Perhaps the mind never rested 
on a visible object that comes so nearly 
representing and suggesting Infinity a> 
a comt. Coming out of the dark depths 
of tbe heavens, blazing in sight a brief 
period, it grandly moves off again into 
that mysterious abyss whence it came, 
to go on and on in its course visiting 
other suns and systems. 
The soul no 


doubt is touched by tbe sight of a com- 
et from its being an emblem of tbe soul 
itself. 


The eoul comes from. God, blazes for 


a brief period on earth, and then returns 
to God, — moving on and on through an 
eternity of time and space, and though 
passing near to danger it is ever kept 
by tbe same guiding hand that created 
it, and conducted forward in its own 
individual but sublime and unending

Shaker community at Enfield, N. H., 
not long ago would indicate that the 
walls of Ann Lee's Zion are in some 
danger ot tumbling down.

son and getting married. That was 
bad enough one would think, but it is 
rumored that what is vulgarly called 
"sparking" has come to be quite an 
epidemic among the English brothers 
and sisters, and there seems to be some 
danger that this happy family will be 
broken up by this very natural method. 
Inasmuch as there can be no growth of 
a Shaker community within itself, and 
the members are not given to proselyt- 
izing, and 
tbe 
popular tide 
which 


brought 'members to them in times past 
has turned in another direction, it 
seems not unlikely that all tbe eighteen 
Shaker settlements in this country may 
at no distant day become extinct. They 
have, in the asrgrepme, property reck- 
oned worth from $10,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000, and have been the most suc- 
cessful of any who have 
tried the 


community plan.

ths curious experiments that have been 
made in America in the way of a com- 
munity of labor and property, there is 
not one wtiich at the present time gives 
promise of Listing success.

As the engine continued to thunder 
along, although the engineer immedi- 
ately reversed steam acd put on the air 
brakes, the broken rod bounced with 
e»oh revolution of the wheels, tore up 
ties and considerably damaged that side 
of the engine. Thu continued for 


about two miles before a stop could be 
effected, so great headway bad been 
acquired 
An eyewitness states that 


as the train fled by Bowie Station sphn 
ters of shattered ties filled the air 
Had the engine left the track the Pull 
man car would have been splintered 
into kindling wood and all on board 
been killed 
Another engine was sent 


out from ^\ ashmgton, and Mrs Gar- 
field's car was brought to the city The 
accident delayed the arrival of the party 
about half an bour 
Railroad men say 


it 13 almost a miracle the engine did not

Hon. Marshall Jewell, who was chair- 
man of the national republican commit- 
tee in the last campaign, has bad expe- 
rience with tbe assaeem Guiteau. Gov. 
Jewell said of him: "He is aged about 
40, and hag for years pretended to be a 
practicing lawyer of Chicago, but baa 
never had any practice, and impressed 
big acquaintances as being of unsound 
mind, and very queer and eccentric, a 
fanatic on moral and political subjects. 
He once hired a hall to deliver a lecture 
on reform. 
Only ten or twelve persons 


were present, and be made a nonsensi- 
cal disooarse which was thoroughly rid- 
iculed by all the papers the next morn- 
ing. 
Early in the last presidential 


campaign he appeared at the republican 
headquarters in New York, where his 
almost insolent intrusion 
of himself 


upon tbe committees and myself soon 
showed as that be was a persistent bore 
who was consumed with hunger For of- 
fice. He continually approached me 
with requests that I use my influence 
to secure him an appointment 'as Min- 
ister to Austria, and exhibited as proof 
of his fitness for that office, alleged 
recommendations from prominent poli- 
ticians cast and west. It was apparent 
to mo, after I ceased to regard him as a 
"bummer," that he was half a lunatic, 
whose vagaries would result in no harm 
to any one, however disagreeable they 
night be. He once said to me that if 
he could secure that appointment of 
Minister to Austria he could on the 
etrength of it marry a rich heiress, 
whoce nane I do not care to disclose. 
She ia well known here in 
Hartford, 


and tbe 
country, 
and is a 
most 


estimable 
woman. 
I 
was 
more 


than ever prejudiced agalnit tbe fellow 
after this statement, and told him that 
tbe ladr woald be a fool to marry him. 
Tbii was doubtless a work of his imag- 
ination, foi tbe lady probably never 
dreamed of becoming bis wife. Finally 
I refused to apeak or shake bands with 
him upon any of bis frequent visits to 
tbe committee-room. 


Besides wanting the appointment to 


Austria, he beseiged us with requests to 
asaign him a field where be could make 
campaign speeebe* for Garfield 
and 


Arthur, and could organize political 
clubs.' On inauguration day I met him 
at Washington. Before that event he 
bad visited Mentor to urge bis claims to 
tbe ministry, but be was not admittted, 
I believe, to Mr. Qarfield's presence. 
When I met him at the inaugural be 
once more besought me to use my influ- 
ence in hie behalf, but I refused then, 
as I bad done in New York, to put be- 
fore tbe president tbe application of a 
person so manifestly unfit even for a 
minor office. He then said he was bound 
to bave an office, and would do some- 
thing desperate unless one was given 
him. He baa now carried bis tbreat 
into execution. He is evidently dement- 
ed, and bis failure to receive what he 
bad so persistently sought turned bis 
lunacy into a dangerous channel, whicb 
culminated in murder." 


John F. Morris, of Hartford, has in 


bis possession the lecture on "Christ's 
Second Coming, A. D. '70," by Charles 
J. Guiteau, styling himself a Chicago 
lawyer and thsologian, published To 
Washington in November, 1870. 
The 


lecture is to prove that tbe second com- 
ing of Christ occurred at the seige and 
destruction of Jerusalem, A. D. 70, and 
consists largely in extracts from the 
word of Jesus and from the various 
Epistles. 


BOSTON, July 2.—Guiteau, tbe assassin, 


has a brother In tbis city who is an insur- 
ance agent. 
He resides on Appleton-st., 


and in an interview he referred to tbe 
vicious and irresponsible characterof bis 
brother, who seemed to have no moral 
attributes whatever, paid no bills, bis 
brother said, and was a source of great 
trouble to bis family, from whom he es- 
tranged himself, and who seem to regard 
him as vlcions and immoral. 


Tut following is an extract from a let- 


ter dated March 30, 1873, from the father 
of the assassin to John W. Guiteau, his 
brother, in this city, in which he writes 
referring to Gulteau's abominable and de- 
ceitful dealings: "I bave been ready to 
believe bim*capab)e of almost any folly, 
stupidity or rascality. 
The one possible 


excuse I can render for him is, that be is 
insane. Indeed, if I was called as a wit- 
ness upon tbe stand, 1 am inclined to 
tbink I should testify, be is absolute'y in- 
sane.and hardly responsible for his acts." 


HARTPOBD, Conn., July 4 —Guiteau,the 
assassin, figured here daring tbe Moody 
and Sankey revival, 4 years ago, sitting 
on tbe;platform with the speakers ana 
local clergymen. He wanted to institute 
a series of meetings here, be lo speak en 
tbe second coming ot Christ. He sudden- 
ly quit his boarding house. A writ was 
issued for bis body, but he outran the 
sheriff and escaped. A jear later he lec- 
tured in one of tbe churches, the address 
being "A Reply to logereoll's Attack on 
tbe Bible." 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., July 3.—Governor 


Cullom has been in constant communi- 
cation with Robert T. Lincoln, Judge 
Frescott and others at Washington, and 
was deeply moved at the terrible occur- 
rence. The governor said when ques- 
tioned as to his views : "I am shocked 
beyond measure. Tbis is a matter of 
great personal regret and sorrow to me, 
and it would be difficult to convey in 
words the deepness of feeling I have in 
the matter. 
This attempt to assassin- 


ate the president is a sad calamity. It 
is a great shock to the country. ' It is 
of course a thing which might happen 
to any man. 
The fellow who inflicted 


tbe wound was insane. Guiteau's crime 
has no political significance, except in 
co far as it may change tbe make-up of 
the National 
Administration. 
The 


government will go forward 1 General 
Arthur will at once take the oath oi 
office if the president should die, and I 
bave no fears but that the affaiis of the 
nation will be well administered."

that hallucination was seized with tbe 
murderous intent. This is a terrible 
warning to professional office seekers.

It may have been inspired by the 


madness of a single political lunatic or 
possibly by a number of them, but for- 
tunately there is in tbis country no 
party or section of a party that will 
look upon this monster crime except 
with abhorrence and detestation. While 
the act may in a most alarming sense 
be political in its con'sequi-aoes we re- 
pudiate with the utmost emphasis the 
idea that it was political in its inspira- 
tion. 
It was a deed that could be in- 


spired only by madmen or criminals,

The attempted assassination of tbe 


president, this morning, has shocked 
the country beyond measure. 
The act 


was so dastardly and diabolical that 
friend and foe alike are outraged by it. 
There is cnly one party In America in 
view of such a crime as this.

assassins to live in. 
Tbe race of king- 


killers can not yet be naturalized here. 
When a man becomes the president he 
represents the whole American people.

Ev- 
ery American must set bis lace like 
steel against the invasion of this coun- 
try by men who make the killing of 
rulers a trade. 
American liberty is 


kept sacred by the bulwark of law, and 
tbe band that would destroy a constitu- 
tional president would apply the torch 
to the sacred temple of liberty itself. 


THAT Guiteau is a fool and a con- 


temptible hair-brained idiot, no one will 
be inclined to doubt. 
But that he knew 


what be was doing when be fired upon 
the Executive of the Nation, no one is 
insane enough to deny. 
He deliberate- 


ly planned the assassination and execu- 
ted it with method and with a determi- 
nation which showed that be was aware 
of the nature of bis deed and of the 
probable effects which his success would 
accomplish. 
He may have been insane 


on other subjects, but on the subject of 
murdering the president he was as sane 
as would have been'any person in this 
land. 
He desired an end, he chose a 


means to accomplish that end. 
He 


knew that the result of his action, if 
successful, would be murder: he desir- 
ed murder ; he chose murderous means, 
and he should be held to a strict ac- 
countability before the law. 


We repeat that Guiteau must be pun- 


ished ; Guiteau will be punished. 
If 


the courts do not punish him tbe people 
will. 
If the president dies and Gaiteau 


does not die the dealh of a felon at tbe 
hands of the Law, he will die tbe death 
of a dog at ihe hands of the people. 
The man who, sane or insane, attempts 
to murder the President of the United 
States, should die. 
Let it be known 


that the man who, sane or insane, does 
that thing, shall die, and there will be 
much less of it in the next twenty years 
than there has been in tbe last twenty, 
and there will be far less talk about it. 


If Gaiteau shall die at the bands of 


the law the people will say, Amen, 
[f 


the law does not punish him, they will 
say a more fervent Amen when he shall 
die at tbe hands of the people wliose 
will is the 
supreme
